"Alaska 


should present one of the most promis- 
ing areas now left on the globe for 
those seeking a new start in life. The 
government railroad is the first big 
step1 in this development. But if this 
new., country is ,to be an 
opportunity 


for the soldier and the worker, and 
not for the speculator, a colonization 
policy must bo the next step in its de- 
velopment."

Every man in the line at all times 


has his eyes open for two kinds of 
colored rockets.

Intermittently during the night there 
conies from different parts of the line 
the single crack of a rifle, as a sniper 
fires, or the rapid spit of a machine 
gun at some suspected point or object, 
for the machine gunners shoot first 
and ask questions afterward.

The brakes must always be applied 


gently, otherwise they are apt to' lock 
the wheels and cause them to skid. 
The trailing or retarding effect is ex 
erted between the brake 
band 
and 


brake drum, while the wheel turns be- 
cause of the traction between the rub- 
ber tire and the road. If the brakes 
ire jammed on suddenly the wheels 
are locked and the car slides forward 
The best way to stop the car is to 
throttle dowrn when approaching the 
stopping place, throw out the clutch, 
and allow the car to coast, gradually 
applying the brakes. If you judge the 
distance correctly, the brakes will not 
have to be applied with force, thus 
saving tl'to mechanism and the lining.

Institutes for the instruction of these 


workers. are being conducted by this 
branch of the Red Cross. A six weeks' 
course .of training which prepares the 
volunteer, worker not only to be of 
service to1-the families of the men in 
the country's fighting forces—but also 
to the soldiers themselves who may 
need assistance ah'd re-education. . Def- 
inite programs of re-education and in- 
dustrial readjustment will be necessary 
In cases of crippled soldiers, but the 
more pressing, needs of the moment 
are those of the families of the men. 
many of whom must have expert ad- 
vice in the absence of the family head. 
Institutes for the training or work- 


ers will be affiliated with leading uni- 
versities and schools of philanthropy.
